The 
work has to be timed to co¬ 
incide with the close of the 
peak recreational use of the 
reservoir and the start of 
the rainy season.

district office and file as 
soon as possible, the Social 
Security Commissioner not¬ 
ed. Even if they can’t col¬ 
lect monthly social security 
benefits, because their earn¬ 
ings are too high, they will 
be eligible for hospital ben¬ 
efits. 

People who have never 
worked under social secur¬ 
ity—or who have not work¬ 
ed long enough to qualify 
for social security benefits— 
will need to apply lor both 
hospital insurance and the 
voluntary medical insur¬ 
ance. 

Next spring, Commission¬ 
er Ball said the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration will 
mail to each person on the 
rolls, a health Insurance 
card which he can use like 
a Blue Cross card when he 
must go to the hospital. If 
he has enrolled in the medi¬ 
cal insurance plan, the card 
'^ill show that he is eligible 
for the payment of those 
services, too.
